Claim Objections 

Claim 18-20 are objected to because of the following: the terms first, 
second, third and fourth contacts and first and second electrodes and electrode holders 
are not recited in the Specification and thus provide confusion. The examiner has 
identified the elements of claim 18 as follows: 

an ablation head, comprising: 

a first jaw (430) having a first electrical contact (1420) and a second jaw (460) having a 
second electrical contact (1320); 

a first electrode holder (940) and a second electrode holder (950) removably receivable 
by the first jaw and the second jaw, respectively; 

a first electrode (965) comprising a third electrical contact (968), the first electrode 

a 

carried by the first electrode holder; and 

a second electrode (955) comprising a fourth electrical contact (958), the second 
electrode carried by the second electrode holder; 
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If this is correct, then the examiner suggests the Specification be amended to 
include this nomenclature for clarification. 
Appropriate correction is required.
